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In speaking of the Church in this 
respect, I refer to all of Christendom. 
As we proceed in the study of our 
subject, we will, no doubt, have our 
attention attracted to some things 
which exist within our own ranks, 
that might well be given serious con- 
sideration ere we fall by the wayside 
as other great movements have fallen 
because of being contaminated by 
things which pertain to the world 
and not to the Church. 

There should be a distinct marked 
difference between the Church and 
the world. We call your attention to 
a passage of Scripture found in St. 
John 15:19, “If ye were of the world, 
the world would love its own: but 
because ye are not of the world, but 
I have chosen you out of the world, 
therefore the world hateth you.” 


The position of the Church is clear- 
ly defined in this scriptural setting. 
We are an element which the world 
hates. We are an element which has 
been chosen from out of the world 
as a separate people—separate in our 
conversation, in our ambitions, in our 
motives, our desires, our conduct and 
even our dress. 

The following Scriptures show the 
distinct difference between’ the 
Church and the world as outlined in 
the plan of God. In 1 John 5:19 we 
read, “And we know that we are of 
God, and the whole world lieth in 
wickedness.” This is a signal to the 
Church to steer clear of the world, 
for the whole world lieth in wicked- 
ness. In the original text it reads, 
“The whole world lieth in the lap of 
the wicked one.” Therefore, we must 
not cater to the world and its allure- 
ments. 

In Romans 8:7 we read, “Because 
the carnal mind is enmity against 
God: for it is not subject to the law 
of God, neither indeed can be.” To 
be carnal means to be opposed to 
spiritual things. Carnality is the seed 
of worldly appetites and desires which 
tend to lead one away from God. The 
apostle Paul tells us that the carnal

mind is enmity against God, so if 
we possess any inclination against 
God, or that which is contrary to the 
law of God, we immediately detect a 
trait or trace of carnality. This can 
be eliminated by resisting the flesh 
or the carnal mind in the name of 
Jesus and in the light of His Word, 
and the enemy will flee from us, 
leaving us under subjection to the 
will of God. 


Again in John’s Gospel, Chapter 
14, verses 16, 17 we read, “And I will 
pray the Father, and he shall give 
you another Comforter, that he may 
abide with you for ever; Even the 
Spirit of truth; whom the world can- 


not receive, because it seeth him not, 


neither knoweth him: but ye know 
him; for he dwelleth with you, and 
shall be in you.” It is this Holy Spirit, 
the Comforter, whom the world can- 
not receive. It is this Holy Spirit who 
convicts the world of sin, of right- 
eousness and of judgment to come. 
He is our Guide, who guides us into 
all truth. When we are guided into 
the truth and then refuse to walk 
in the light of that truth, we im- 
mediately grieve the Holy Spirit of 
God. If we continue to resist the 
truth, we continue to resist God’s 
Spirit. Therefore, we will incur His 
displeasure and as the result we find 
ourselves in condemnation and finally 
guilty, because of the rejection of the 
simplicity of the Gospel. The question 
often is raised, “Why would one wish 
to resist the Spirit, simply because 
he prefers the things which tend to 
carnality?” He loves the world, the 
things of the world and its pleasures, 
so he does always resist the Spirit 
of God. The more carnal-minded a 
person becomes, the less he senses 
the keenness of the Spirit, the more 
he becomes numbed and paralyzed 
to the real spiritual things of the 
Christian life. Hence, we see the fall- 
ing away in the world of Christianity; 
we see the substitutions of a glamor- 
ous Gospel—that which is spectacular 
with a lot of psychological philoso- 


phies—in order to appeal to the minds 
and the emotions, rather than the 
cold, bare, simple truth of the Gospel 
that saves and keeps humanity hap- 
py. The answer to the church revival 
which has 100 converts and only a 
dozen of them stay true, is that their 
profession has been based upon an 
appeal to emotion, and because of 
psychological reaction to that which 
has been presented by one who has 
been trained in such arts, they make 
their profession. But it doesn’t stick,

simply because they nave not learned 
the way of life and have not become 
acquainted with the meek and lowly 
Nazarene. 

In John 17:19 it says, “I pray for 
them: I pray not for the world, but 
for them which thou hast given me; 
for they are thine.” It must be a 
terrible. thing to be considered one 
of the group that comprises the ele- 
ment for whom Jesus did not pray. 
He said, “I pray not for the world, 
but for them which thou hast given 
me.” It was this little group who had 
bidden farewell to the fishing nets

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UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT UPHOLDS 
TRACT DISTRIBUTION

At one time or another, various American cities have 
tried to restrict the distribution of literature. Griffin, 
Georgia, required distributors to get permission from its 
City Manager. The Supreme Court of the United States 
declared Griffin’s law illegal because it violated freedom 
of the press by prohibiting: “the distribution of literature 
of any kind at any time, at any place, and in any manner.” 

Since that decision of March, 1938, other cities have 
limited similar laws by defining the proscribed literature 
and specifying times and places. Recently the Supreme 
Court called these also illegal: it voided three city ordi- 
nances prohibiting the distribution of handbills because 
they littered the streets, and a municipal law requiring 
permits for door-to-door canvassing. 

The appeals to the high court came from Los Angeles, 
and from Worcester, Mass., where persons had been ar- 
rested for distributing meeting announcements, also from 
Irvington, N. J. 

The tribunal’s 7-to-1 decision, (Justice McReynolds dis- 
sented) was delivered by Justice Roberts. A municipality, 
the court ruled, may enact “regulations in the interest 
of public safety, health, welfare, or convenience,” but may 
not deprive anyone of his civil rights to circulate infor- 
mation and opinion. To prevent littering, cities must 
punish those who actually throw papers on the streets. 
The Irvington law, the court declared, was not limited 
to those who canvass for personal profit, but to everyone 
—including “one who wishes to present his views on politi- 
cal, social, or economic questions’—and such censorship 
through license “strikes at the very heart of the consti- 
tutional guarantees.” 

With legal approval, plus divine sanction, tract workers 
may spread the name and fame of the Lord Jesus Christ 
from door to door, shore to shore by printed page. 





SURPLUS ARMY CHAPELS 

A Government release received just recently reveals 
that of 155 surplus army chapels disposed of by the War 
Department in the past four months, 153 went to churches. 
Protestant churches obtained 132 chapels, Roman Catho- 
lics 20, and one went to a Jewish congregation. A number 
went to Pentecostal groups, including Church of God con- 
gregations. This may prove the answer to a nice little 
church in your community.

Rev. D. B. Hatfield and family have arrived safely in 
Haifa, Palestine. The boat on which they sailed could 
not carry the heavier baggage, which is being shipped on 
a freighter, and as yet has not been recéived. Pray that

PRODUCTION OF AM-FM JUMPED 47% IN APRIL 

FM-AM receiver production during April increased a 
whopping 47 per cent over March, the RMA reported over 
the week end. Television-set production also increased in 
the same period. 

An estimated 98,625 radio sets with FM reception facili- 
ties were manufactured by RMA member-companies in 
April, as compared with 67,264 in March. Actual produc- 
tion during a five-week period, March 31-May 2, inclusive, 
was 112,256, whereas the March report covered only four 
weeks, March 3-28, inclusive. 

April’s estimated production of all types of radio re- 
ceivers by RMA companies was 1,548,540, as compared 
with 1,377,269 in March. Actual production during the 
five-week period, March 31-May 2, inclusive, was 1,759,723. 

Television receiver production in April showed a slight 
gain over March, reaching 7,886 for the five-week period 
as against 6,639 for the four-week March period. 

April’s television output was classified as follows: 3,971 
radio table models, 2,242 direct-viewing radio consoles, 87 
projection consoles, 686 direct-viewing radio-phonograph 
combinations, 40 projection radio-phonograph combina- 
tions, and 860 converters. 

The April figure brings the total television receiver 
output for 1947 to 26,205 as of May 2, while FM-AM sets 
produced during the same four-month period totaled 
284,432.

Gen. 8:2b, “And the windows of 


heaven were stopped.” 


Sometime ago I heard a prominent 
radio pastor make the following state- 
ment, “We are raising a generation 
that does not know what an old-time 
Holy Ghost revival really is.” I thought 
of how true this is. There are children 
today who are being reared in Sunday 
School who do not know what a 
Pentecostal outpouring is like. They 
are well-schooled in Church member- 
ship, Church ordinances, Church fi- 
nances, and the like, but when it 
comes to a real spiritual awakening, 
they are sound asleep. There was a 
time when the windows of heaven 
were opened and showers of blessing 
were falling in all church groups. 
Someone is responsible for putting up 
the shutters which are keeping the 
sunlight of His smile from streaming 
in. Let us consider some of them. 

SHUTTERS OF PRAYERLESSNESS 

Probably first on the list are those 
who are putting up the shutters of 
prayerlessness, James, in his solemn 
charge to the Church, said, “Ye have 
not because ye ask not.” God gives His 
blessings only on one condition and 
that is that we ask for them. When 
the Church of God quits asking, then 
she quits receiving. Where are the 
tarrying meetings of yesterdays? 
Where are the soul-searchings of in- 
dividuals? Surely the song writer was 
right when he said, 

“Oh, what peace we often forfeit, 
Oh, what needless pain we bear; 
All because we do not carry, 
Everything to God in prayer.” 

Let the Church abandon the supper 
room, re-enter the Upper Room and 
the windows of heaven will again send 
forth showers of Latter Rain. 

SHUTTERS OF DISOBEDIENCE 

We are living in a time when it is 
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quite common to hear the expression, 
“TI know I should, but I don’t.” If we 
should enter at once upon a crusade 
to do the things we know we should do 
and refrain from doing the things we 
know we should not do, the world 
would soon be engulfed in the greatest 
revival it has known since the days of 
Peter, Paul, and John. 

It was after King Saul had sinned 
in sparing King Agag that the prophet 
Samuel said to him, “Behold, to obey 
is better than sacrifice, and to heark- 
en than the fat of rams. For rebellion 
is as the sin of witchcraft, and stub- 
bornness is as iniquity and idolatry.” 
It was not long after this that Saul 
was forced to say, “God is departed 
from me.” God has been forced to de- 
part from many one-time spiritual 
warriors because of disobedience. 
“They are of those that rebel against 
the light,” Job 24:13a. When we rebel 
against the light that God gives to us, 
we automatically enshroud ourselves 
in a cloud of spiritual darkness that 
will soon shut out every gleam of His 
presence. 

SHUTTERS OF WORLDLINESS 

“Pure religion and undefiled before 
God and the Father is this, To visit 
the fatherless and widows in their af- 
fliction, and to keep himself unspotted 
from the world,” James 1:27. “Love not 
the world, neither the things that are 
in the world. If any man love the 
world, the love of the Father is not in 
him,” 1 John 2:15. 

Worldliness in any respect, whether 
in word, in thought, in action, in dress, 
in habit, is a sure sign that the re- 
ligion of the individual is no longer 
pure but is becoming defiled before 
God, and that the love of God is being 
replaced by the love of the world. 
When Achan coveted the wedge of 
gold (a good illustration of Church 
members coveting jewelry) and the 
Babylonish garment (a good illustra- 
tion of Church members coveting 





worldly garments), then Israel could 
no longer defeat her enemies. The only 
remedy was to destroy the worldliness 
and return to God, and the Church of 
today must destroy worldliness in its 
ranks and return to God if we expect 
to defeat the enemies of soul-winning. 

SHUTTERS OF UNFORGIVENESS 

Jesus said, “Forgive and ye shall be 
forgiven.” “Therefore if thou bring thy 
gift to the altar, and there remember- 
est that thy brother hath ought 
against thee; Leave there thy gift be- 
fore the altar, and go thy way; first be 
reconciled to thy brother, and then 
come and offer thy gift.” 

Many have been the times when the 
wheels of a good revival have been 
stopped by an unforgiven grudge or a 
wrong unrighted. It is impossible to be 
on good terms with God when we are 
on bad terms with men. Paul said, 
“And herein do I exercise myself, to 
have always a conscience void of of- 
fence toward God, and toward men,” 
Acts 24:16. 

SHUTTERS OF CRITICISM 

Again our Lord said, “Judge not, 
that ye be not judged.” Of all the 
enemies of Christianity, the religious 
critic ranks high. He himself will not 
enter in and he is hindering those who 
would. Too many people today, in- 
stead of petitioning God for an old- 
time Holy Ghost revival, are busy 
petitioning the Church to remove a 
pastor whose ministry and methods 
do not completely conform to their 
one-sided scale. 

A minister was once criticized for 
his method in soul-winning. Said the 
man, “I do not like the plan you are 
using.” Said the minister, “I don’t like 
it so well myself; what method do you 
use?” “I don’t use any.” Then said the

Not a physical death as the people of 
Moses’ day, but an eternal death away 
from the pleasant presence of the al- 
mighty God, down in a lake of fire 
with all the wicked of all ages, in- 
cluding Christ’s rejectors, even though 
some may be good moral men. 


Perhaps you might not understand 
how to apply this precious blood. Be- 
lieve and receive, praise God! it is for 
all people who have faith. This might 
be the day when the Master comes. 
Even while you read this article the 
midnight cry might come; the saints 
of God might leave. If you feel what 
I feel as I write this, you are happy at 
the reading of this. Is there a little 
something in your life that would 
hinder you should Jesus come today? 

12:1 warns us that we must lay 
aside the weights and sins to which it 
is so easy to yield, for we are com- 
passed about with a great cloud of 
witnesses that desire to find fault 
with our doctrine. They have the itch- 
ing ears which are spoken of in 2 Tim.

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Bob Jones College To Become LEE COLLEGE 
When Church of God Takes Over 


Property Next Fall 


Fall Term Will Open September 1; 
Accredited by University of 
Tennessee

The Church of God Bible Training 
School and College at Sevierville, 
Tenn., which will take over the Bob 
Jones College property here August 1, 
has been officially named Lee College, 
according to a joint statement re- 
leased today by the Rev. John C. Jerni- 
gan, General Overseer of the Church 
of God, and E. M. Tapley, vice-presi- 
dent of the institution and dean of 
the junior college. 

Scheduled to open here September 
1, for the 1947-48 school term, the 
junior college has recently been ac- 
credited by the University of Tennes- 
see and will bein position to offer 
fully accredited work in liberal arts 
and business administration, Dean 
Tapley said in an interview today. 

Movement of facilities from Sevier- 
ville will begin August 1, Dean Tapley 
stated, and the 25-member faculty, 
which includes an efficient corps of 
professionally-trained men and wom- 
en, will be in continuous session here 
approximately one week prior to the 
opening day. 

Lee College will welcome local stu- 
dents, Dean Tapley said, but applica- 
tions must be accepted in advance of 
the September 1 opening date. It is ex- 
pected that the total enrollment will 
probably not exceed 750 to 800 stu- 
dents during the coming term, Dean 
Tapley explained. “We will only accept 
as many as we can handle efficiently 
without overcrowding our classes. 
When that number is accepted, all 
other applications will be placed on a 
waiting list,” he said. 

With reference to questions as to 
whether Lee College will come to 
Cleveland as a junior college or as a 
full four-year college, Dean Tapley 
said: “The school will continue to 
operate for some time yet as a junior 
college. 

“Our work has recently been ap- 
proved by the University of Tennessee 
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as standard junior college work. Our 
credits are transferable to other col- 
leges and universities and we plan to 
continue building our academic pro- 
gram on a sound basis. 

“As soon as we have solved a few 
other minor problems relating to our 
administrative setup, the school will 
apply for membership in the Southern 
Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools, 


“We plan to enter the Association as — 


a junior college, and when we have 
grown academically to the point that 
the Southern Association will approve 
our giving upper-division work, we 
shall add the last two years and offer 
an acceptable program leading to the 
A.B. degree. 

“We do not plan to offer any de- 
grees, however, until we are in position 
to confer valid degrees which will be 
recognized by other accredited educa- 
tional institutions. Fairness and hon- 
esty to our student body would not 
permit us to offer any other type of 
educational program.” 

Members of Lee College faculty, the 
educator said, hold graduate degrees 
from a number of the country’s out- 
standing educational institutions, in- 
cluding Columbia University, Duke, 
George Peabody College, University of 
Tennessee, Vanderbilt and the Uni- 
versity of Michigan. 

Dean Tapley is a graduate of Van- 


derbilt University and holds the Mas- 
ter of Arts degree from George Pea- 
body College where he is now pursuing 
a course in graduate work leading to 
the degree of Doctor of Philosophy. 

Besides the junior college, Lee Col- 
lege has a high school division which 
has been accredited for several years 
by the Tennessee State Department of 
Education, and a department of re- 
ligious education for adult students 
who wish to train for Christian work, 
but who are deficient in the required 
credits for college entrance, the Dean 
explained. 

Principal of the high school is Mrs. 
Leon Green and the president of the 
college is the Rev. E. L. Simmons. 


NAMING OF LEE COLLEGE 

The board of directors of the Church 
of God gave the following reasons for 
having named the institution Lee Col- 
lege: 

“(1) The late Rev. F. J. Lee, a form- 
er Clevelander, served the Church as 
General Overseer for many years, hav- 
ing died in office. He was one of the 
most respected men our movement has 
ever produced; there was never a 
mark against his record and for many 
years there has been somewhat of a 
reverence among our people for his 
name and meekness. Furthermore, he 
was at one time head of the institu- 
tion. 

“(2) When the college moves to 
Cleveland, it will be located on the Lee 
Highway, which is one of the nation’s 
longest and best-known highways, 
extending from Washington, D. C., to 
the Pacific coast.” 

Adoption of the name Lee College 
was recorded by the Church board of 
directors, May 22.

one has traveled. This rule, as with 
individuals, is also true with the 
Church of God Bible Training School 
and College, for one has only to be 
well acquainted with its growth to 
really appreciate its progress since 
the days of its humble beginning. 
Milestone after milestone has been 
passed since its first classes were 
held, and each of these markers has 
left a vivid and outstanding mark of 
distinction upon its history. 


A SMALL BEGINNING 


The first class of Bible School, for 
that is all it was called at that time, 
was opened in an upper room of the 
old Evangel office in Cleveland, Ten- 
nessee, January 1, 1918. This feeble 
beginning was a response to a de- 
mand for an institution where those 
who had had meager opportunities in 
education could come to prepare 
themselves for service in answer to 
the call that God had given them. 

Only seven students were enrolled 
in this first class, but these students 
came with an eagerness to learn. 
They came from at least five differ- 
ent states. 

Nora I. Chambers, a very remark- 
able woman evangelist of Illinois, 
who had given considerable time to 
Bible study and teaching, was chosen 
as teacher of the school. She was a 
very pious, holiness woman, with ap- 
titude and initiative, coupled with a 
vision of greater things, which, 
though she possibly knew it not, was 
to be fulfilled within her generation. 


SLOW BUT SURE 


The early growth of the Bible 
School was very slow. The second 
term had eight students and the 
third term the same number. These 
terms were but six weeks in length, 
but by this time the worth of the 
small school began to make itself 
known. The third class gave us Paul 
H. Walker, the fifth class John C. 
Jernigan and Zeno C. Tharp, and 
then followed J. H. Walker, H. L. 
Chesser, A. V. Beaube, W. E. Johnson, 
J. Stewart Brinsfield, U. D. Tidwell, 
Ralph E. Williams, E. M. Tapley, and 
others who have held high adminis- 
trative positions in the Church. Added 
to these are hundreds who have be- 
come actively engaged as _ pastors, 
evangelists, and Christian workers.

GREAT BIBLE TEACHERS 


In the earlier days of the School, 
several of our most able Bible ex- 
positors came to its aid. The first of 
these was J. B. Ellis, a former school- 
teacher and Methodist minister. His 
messages and Bible teachings were 
very convincing and will long be 
shown in the preaching of those who 
attended his classes. 

Reverend Ellis was followed by 
Reverend F. J. Lee, a very pious and 
holy man and one mighty in the 
Scriptures. He was very strong in 
matters pertaining to government 
and discipline, and yet was loved by 
all who knew him. 

Third in the trio of Bible scholars 
was T. S. Payne, an ex-schoolteacher 
and pioneer preacher. His messages 
and classroom techniques were very 
strong from an argumentative stand- 
point, and his position as Superin- 
tendent of the Bible School makes 
his name go down in history as one 
of the strong Bible School characters. 

SCHOLASTIC ACHIEVEMENT 

A high point in the history of the 
Church of God Bible School came 
when it was decided that there should 
be a high school department in the 
institution. This came while J. H. 
Walker was President of the School. 
R. R. Walker, B. A., of Morgantown, 
Mississippi, was employed to head 
this department. The high school] de- 
partment was .a success, and under 
the leadership of Zeno C. Tharp, who 
succeeded J. H. Walker, was ac- 
credited by the State of Tennessee. 
This addition of the high school de- 
partment created even a_ greater 
thirst for education and the demand 
for the expansion of the Bible Train- 
ing School. Soon plans were laid for 
the addition of a junior*college. This 
certainly was another great step in 
the march of progress which the 
School had been enjoying. It was 
added to the School while Zeno C. 
Tharp was President. 


COLLEGE BECOMES ACCREDITED

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ginning, been accepted in schools of 
higher learning throughout’ the 
United States. However, no formal 
accreditation had been granted by 
any school or agency until this year. 
It became great news this year when, 
in response to our invitation, the 
University of Tennessee sent an ex- 
amining committee to look over our 
college and, after careful consider- 
ation, granted formal recognition of 
our credits. This is indeed a point to 
which the School has been working, 
but it is not the end of the march. 
There are higher scholastic heights to 
attain, and the administration has 
plans which are in the process of 
preparation for much greater expan- 
sion this year. It can and must ever 
be said of the institution, “The 
Church of God Bible Training School 
marches on!” 


THE ONE-AND-ONE-HALF-MIL- 
LION-DOLLAR PLANT 

The first term of Bible School 
opened in a small prayer room over 
the old Evangel office. Its home at 
that time was even more humble than 
the small group which constituted 
the first class. Larger quarters were 
soon sought. Classes were eventually 
taught in the local church; then they 
moved to the auditorium. Finally, an 
addition was built to the old church 
and it was used as a dormitory. It 
became necessary to build a dormi- 
tory for girls. 

This expansion continued at Cleve- 
land until 1938, when the Murphy 
Collegiate Institute, at Sevierville, was 
bought. This property consisted of 
sixty-three acres of land, an adminis- 
tration building, and a _ boys’ and 
a girls’ dormitory. The School soon 
outgrew these buildings and a large, 
five-story combination building, in- 
cluding piano studios, an auditorium, 
classrooms, and a large cafeteria, was 
built. Later, added to this was a large, 
fireproof dormitory for girls and a 
modern centralized heating plant. 
This plant is situated on the Smoky 
Mountain Highway only thirty miles 
from Newfound Gap, and has been 
considered by all who look upon it 
as very beautiful. These were other 
milestones marking the very rapid 
pace which has marked the progress 
of the School. 

But the School did not stop there. 
This year, at the cost of one and one- 
half million dollars, the Church of 
God purchased the Bob Jones College 
plant at Cleveland, Tennessee. And

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PALESTINE, THE HOMELAND OF 
CHRIST 

We embarked from Pier 84, New 
York Harbor, onto the S. S. Marine 
Carp, April 23, and sailed at 4:30 p.m. 
Many hand-shakes and good-byes 
were exchanged at the pier by friends 
and loved ones as they parted, some 
for months, some for years, some for 
life. As the ship pulled away from the 
port, our hearts were heavy and we 
were mindful of the many friends and 
loved ones left behind. But still, along 
with that feeling, there was a glad- 
ness in knowing we were at last on 
our way to the land of our mission 
call. 

Our voyage across the Atlantic was 
not one of pleasure. First, because 
the ship was not a passenger liner. 
It had been used as a troop ship dur- 
ing the war:and still contained troop- 
type accommodations. One _ usually 
thinks of a cruise at sea as being 
restful, but not so with this trip. It 
will take us some time to get rested 
from the trip. The women and children 
were placed in dormitories with fif- 
teen or more persons, and the men 
were placed likewise. The conditions 
were bad and very crowded but this 
is the only ship sailing to Palestine 
that carries passengers. 

After a few hours at sea, we began 
to experience that feeling of seasick- 
ness, and really there is no other 
sickness like it. This first attack 
lasted for about twenty-four hours 
and all would have been well had 
we not run into a storm sweep’ng 
down off the coast of Scotland on 
the sixth day. The water became 
terribly rough and choppy and the 
waves at times would completely 
cover the ship, drenching everyone 
on deck, until the passengers were ad- 
vised to stay off the decks. If the 
ship was not rocking from side to 
side, it apparently was playing teeter- 
totter from bow to stern. The captain 
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altered his course fifteen degrees, or 
about seven hundred and fifty miles, 
to dodge the worst part of the gale, 
or else it would have been even more 
terrifying. 

On the second night out, our ship 
answered the distress call of a liberty 
ship. A young sailor aboard was dying 
of a ruptured appendix. We anchored 
for five hours while he was brought 
to our ship, which had hospital facili- 
ties and a doctor aboard. They said 
that in forty-five minutes more the 
boy’s life would have been past sav- 
ing; but in a few days he was up go- 
ing around. 

There was quite an excitement 
aboard when the first land was 
sighted. It means a lot to see land 
again after so many days of nothing 
but water. The first we came to was 
the Azores Islands. Then, to the next 
land was one thousand miles, which 
was Spanish Morroco, on the African 
Coast. In about three hours from 
here, we came to the Rock of Gibral- 
tar. We had hoped to see this in the 
day but it was 11:30 p.m. when we 
passed the great sentinel. Passing 
the rock gave us the feeling of being 
in foreign territory, for here we left 
the Atlantic Ocean and passed into 
the Mediterranean Sea. 

More than six hundred passengers 
were aboard and among them were 
twelve missionaries. We soon became 
acquainted and conducted religious 
services on board. On the first Sun- 
day, we preached to a congregation 
of many nationalities and faiths. In 
talking to the Jews aboard, they were 
very friendly and courteous toward 
the Christian religion. They would 
rather believe that missionaries who 
go to Palestine are going as mission- 
aries to the Arabs than to the Jews. 
Even so there is a great change in 
the Jewish attitude toward the New 
Testament today and he is more 
easily approached with the gospel 


than he was a few years ago. Pray 
for us, that we might be able to reach 
many. Throughout the trip, we had 
religious services, including a prayer 
service each morning and a children’s 
service each afternoon. 

Our first introduction to Oriental 
peoples and their customs came at 
Beirut, Lebanon. This was our first 
port to touch after embarking at New 
York. It was touching to behold the 
great mass of people in their wide 
variety of dress, realizing here was 
the type of people we would be try- 
ing to win for Christ. So few of them 
seem to have been reached by modern 
civilization. The people thronged 
about the gangplank, insomuch that 
the passengers could not be disem- 
barked. Some were trying to climb on 
board while the police fought them 
back, and the militia was sent for; 
but with all that help they could not 
bring them under control. Finally, 
the ship crew took the fire hose, used 
for fighting fires on the ship, off the 
racks, turned the water on the crowd, 
and scattered them. We had been 
warned that at some ports the people 
would come on the ship illegally and 
many things were stolen from the 
passengers in this manner. This ship 
brought back twelve stowaways— 
boys who had slipped on the ship 
while it was docked in Greece and 
had been discovered on the way over. 
They were not permitted to disem- 
bark at New York and were returned 
on the same trip as we came over. 

From Beirut to Haifa, Palestine, it 
is only five hours by water. So—we 
came quickly from Beirut to Pales- 
tine. We traveled close along the 
coast line all the way and were 
shown by a businessman from Tel- 
Aviv just where the border line of 
Palestine began. This was the begin- 
ning of the northern part of Palestine 
spoken of in the Bible as Dan. From 
Dan to Beersheba is the extent of 
the land. Of all the land we had seen, 
this was the most appealing. It really 
looked good and we thought of Moses 
looking from Mount Nebo and ima- 
gined the land surely looked good to 
him. We came into port at Haifa at 
5:30 p.m. but did not disembark until 
the following day. Throughout the 
night, depth charges were put off all 
around the ship for safety precaution. 
The powerful searchlights continually 
flashed, guarding against any troubles. 
By the time we had cleared the cus- 
tom house the next day, we were 
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Dedication of Church, Washington, 
D. C. 

Our beautiful little white church, 
in a lovely residential section of the 
city, was dedicated by Reverend O. 
C. Crank, overseer of Maryland, Dela- 
ware, and D. C. After this wonderful 
dedicatory message, an offering was 
received in the amount of $451, the 
amount needed to pay in full the 
balance of the indebtedness. Every- 
one stood and with uplifted hands 
praised the Lord for His wonderful 
blessings.—Fay Gleason. 


THE BAPTISMAL SERVICE 

After the dedicatory service at Oak- 
lawn, we, the people of Washington 
and of Oaklawn, had a baptismal 
service six miles out of town. The 
service began on the banks of the 
Potomac River. While the song 
“Where He Leads Me I Will Follow” 
was sung, fifteen persons joined 
hands’ with Reverend’ Rafferty, 
walked out into the water, and were 
baptized. 

After each person was dipped in 
the cool water, he sprang to his 
feet with a joyous shout and a 
“praise God” coming from his lips 
as he walked out. God blessed all 
of us in a wonderful way. — Doris 
Dakin, Washington, D. C.

SHUTTERS OF INDIFFERENCE 

Church attendance has woefully 
dropped, due to such excuses as: “I 
am too busy”; “I am too tired”; “The 
weather is too bad”; “My children are 
too unruly.” This is far from the New 
Testament standard set forth in Heb. 
10:25, “Not forsaking the assembling 
of ourselves together, as the manner 
of some is; but exhorting one another: 
and so much the more, as ye see the 
day approaching.” 

It would be well to remember 
that there is coming a time when you 
will not be too busy to die, nor will 
you be too tired to be judged; neither 
will the weather be too bad for you 
to spend eternity in the lake of fire. 

SHUTTERS OF PRIDE 

The world is in a mad dash to outdo 
each other and this worldly trend is 
rapidly engulfing the churches. The 
old-fashioned mourners’ bench is be- 
ing discarded and the race is on to 
see who can build the highest steeples 
and the largest edifice. People are 
more concerned about receiving the 
praise of mayors and governors than 
they are the praise of God. Would that 
we had more of the grace and humility 
of Paul whose ministry could make 
governors tremble and kings say, “Al- 
most thou persuadest me to be a 
Christian.” Yet with all of his power 
and influence Paul could humbly say, 
“But God forbid that I should glory 
save in the cross of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, by which the world is cruci- 
fied unto me and I unto the world.” 


SHUTTERS OF COVETOUSNESS 

Lastly, but not least, let us consider 
the commandment, “Thou shalt not 
covet.” 

Covetousness, the desire to have 
something which is not ours, has 
always shut the windows of heaven 
and withheld blessings from those who 
practice it. 

“Will a man rob God?” On first 
thought we are prone to say no! 
Surely a man would not be so wicked 
as to rob His God, His Maker, His 
Creator, His Giver of Life. “Yet ye 
have robbed me. But ye say, Wherein 
have we robbed thee? In tithes and of- 
ferings. Ye are cursed with a curse: 
for ye have robbed me, even this whole 
nation. Bring ye all the tithes into the 
storehouse, that there may be meat 
in mine house, and PROVE ME NOW 
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herewith, saith the Lord of hosts, IF I 
WILL NOT OPEN YOU THE WIN- 
DOWS OF HEAVEN, AND POUR YOU 
OUT A BLESSING, THAT THERE 
SHALL NOT BE ROOM ENOUGH TO 
RECEIVE IT.” Mal. 3:8-10. 

May God help us to tear down these 
shutters on the windows of heaven 
and prove God now herewith, that 
none of our children in future years 
can point an accusing finger at us 
and say, “I do not know what an old- 
time Holy Ghost revival is.”

and said, “I will go where you want 
me to go, even to the judgment.” So 
He said, “I pray for them ... for they 
are thine.” Greater words of love and 
relationship can hardly be found any- 
where else in the Scripture, so, my 
friends, it pays to stay separated 
from the things which would defile 
us. 

The Ring Question: This is one 
which has been long debated among 
the people of God, and, of course, I 
presume it will be impossible to find 
a complete answer to all questions. 
However, I have this solution to offer, 
and that is, if wearing unnecessary 
jewelry, rings, and so forth, is of- 
fensive, then I should wear no more 
as long as the world stands. If people 
would not be so prone to be like the 
world and have their way, then we 
would not have among God’s people 
throughout the world such dissension 
and contention as there is over mat- 
ters which appear to be trifling. They 
might not be so trifling though, espe- 
cially for the one whose heart is 
wrapped up in his jewelry and pride. 
When they came to God they conse- 
crated all this and laid it on the al- 
tar; perhaps some of the rings were 
expensive enough to make a down 
payment on a church building or a 
parsonage, or to buy a gospel tent. 
They gave all of this up and then 
they see others who are more shallow 
in their experience and who are ap- 
parently not affected whatsoever; 
regardless as to how it might hurt 
the other party, they persist in wear- 
ing their jewelry. I think it would do 
us well to give God the benefit of 
the doubt. There is one thing certain, 
and that is we will not be condemned 
for not wearing jewelry, but it stands 
to reason we might be condemned if 


we do wear it. So why be like the’ 


world in this regard? I think we 
should separate ourselves and be a 
peculiar people unto His name. 

One of the high lights of the 
Church of God in its origin and for 
the last few years, has been that we 
prided ourselves in the fact that we 
were separate from other people. We 
were saved, sanctified, filled with the 
Holy Ghost, and we had laid our 
jewelry aside. One of the marks of 
Church identity was that when we 
went into our congregations through- 
out the country we saw no finger 
rings whatsoever. Precious little other 
jewelry was to be found. It appears 
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that, as we come nearer and nearer 
the end of the age, there is some- 
what of a decline in the convictions 
which we one time so tenaciously 
held. We have come to a place—many 
of us—where we see little harm (if 
any) in many things. I believe the 
very thing which brought God’s smile 
of approval upon us in the early days 
is still required today. I realize some 
claim it was because of our ignorance 
we did what we did, but is not that 
the cry of every fallen denomination? 
Is not that the cry of the group today 
who are practically modernists and 
who have linked themselves with an 
atheistic attitude until they question 
the virgin birth? They question the 
immorality of the soul and many of 
the cardinal truths which we know 
are realities. Is it not true that one 
day they were a separate people and 
prided themselves in the fact that 
they were not like the world? But 
where are they today? Their power 
is gone; they have a sham religion 
and deny the power of God. The Bi- 
ble says, “From such turn away.” I 
cannot see but that we should profit 
by the mistakes of others and not be 
caught in the same whirlpool of 
worldliness which will finally drag 
us into the very pits of modernism 
and unbelief. I wish to deal kindly 
with those who feel it not wrong to 
compromise along these lines, but I 
do think we should all have a con- 
viction and stand by that conviction 
with courage enough to tell the world 
how we actually believe. It is not a 
question of what the people think, 
but it is a question of “Thus saith 
the Lord.” It has never been my policy 
to straddle the fence, but I think we 
have reached a time when all of us 
should declare our position which 
would be clear against the things 
which tend to deteriorate the spirit- 
uality of our Church, and which 


should be marked as subversive ele- 
ments creeping in to lead men and 
women astray. 

The Britannica Research Bureau 
furnished me with a copy of their 
research on the origin of the wedding 
ring. From reading this over and over, 
I find it has its origin in paganism, 
and that it was recognized by the 
world, by the papacy and the leaders 
of nations, finally coming into the 
Church many years after it was rec- 
ognized by those who were not of the 
Protestant Faith. 

If one has been genuinely converted 
through and through, and he has 
consecrated his life to God and His 
will, there does not remain a question 
as to his conduct. Because in order 
to retain the leadership of God’s 
Spirit, we must walk in the light and 
be obedient. If our ambitions and 
desires are wholesome, because the 
very fountain of our lives comes from 
above, then our conversation will be 
holy, our motives will be wholesome, 
our conduct will be that which be- 
cometh saints. In the light of this we 
would have but little trouble, if any, 
with our worldliness or conformity in 
our outward appearance. Bobbed hair 
would take care of itself. Ladies 
would wear their hair as is outlined 
in the Scriptures. I know we are old- 
fashioned, but we were old-fashioned 
when we first embraced this way, and 
our fears are not that we are getting 
too fanatic, but on the other hand 
that we are getting too formal. So 
our lives should be separated lives 
from things which do not condone to 
higher spiritual ideals.
